Rochester Gymnast Makes Impact on National

Cassandra Mello of Rochester has been involved 
in gymnastics since she was a mere toddler. Since that 
time she has spent countless hours in the gym practicing 
vaults and perfecting tumbling moves, molding herself 
into one of the finest gymnasts in the state. Recently 
Cassey — as she is called by her friends and family — 
participated in meets that brought her to the national 
stage as she represented the state of Massachusetts in a 
regional meet of the Junior Olympics, one step from a 
place in the national meet. 

To be a competitive gymnast in Southeastern 
Massachusetts is a somewhat lonely task. Very few public 
high school athletic programs have a gymnastics program 
and those that do have to travel many hours for meets. 
A gymnast like Cassey must find a gym and pay a coach 
for any training she receives. Ms. Mello spends at least 18 
hours training each week at a gym in Pocasset on Cape

opponents' hits allowed: zero. Stephen made Mattapoisett 
Youth Baseball Association (MYBA) history by throwing 
the first no-hitter ever in the league. 

As one searches the record books of baseball 
history, they will not find many of the league's biggest 
names among those who have thrown a no-hit gem like 
the one thrown by Stephen Gouin on a warm summer's 
night on a ballfield in Marion. Among those big league 
pitchers who have thrown a no-hitter are 300 game win- 
ners Roger Clemmens, Greg Maddux and Tom Glavine. 
Bobo Hollman won a total of three major league games 
and threw a no hitter in his first big league start for the St. 
Louis Browns in 1951, only to disappear into the annals of 
time. No-hitters are rare and when they happen everyone 
tends to remember them if they are lucky enough to see 
the event. 

The Mattapoisett Seadogs are coached Stephen's 
father, Chris, who had one of the best seats in the house 
for his son's historic moment. 

"Stephen's catcher realized that he was throwing 
a no-hitter around the fourth inning," he said. "I am the 
team's manager and I was holding the scorebook and I 
knew he was throwing a no-hitter and I told the catcher, 
enough of that talk! Don't you know that when one of the 
Red Sox are throwing a no-hitter, they stop talking to him 
and he sits by himself so they don't jinx him because it's 
bad luck?" 

The other Seadog players left Stephen to sit alone

Project Pulled 

Rochester ZBA Denies 40B Project

A potential 144-unit condominium housing 
project on some 127 acres of land off Featherbed Lane in 
Rochester was ultimately given a " thumbs down" from 
the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) on Monday night, 
June 23, after a series of lengthy and drawn-out public 
hearings which began in January. 

ZBA Chairman Richard Manning noted that his 
board found the applicant's failure to commit to funding 
the ZBA's peer review consultants disabled them from 
fully and fairly evaluating the project, resulting in the 
reluctant closing of the last hearing on June 4, despite the 
fact that several key issues remained unresolved. 

'The ZBA finds that the project will adversely 
impact a variety of local concerns including concerns 
relating to vehicular and pedestrian safety, emergency 
access, wetlands impacts, impacts to local infrastructure 
and proper management of stormwater," according to the 
ZBA's written decision. "The applicant's failure to allow 
for peer review made it impossible to evaluate these con- 
cerns. As a consequence, given the potential of extreme 
health, safety and environmental impacts, the board must 
take a conservative approach and therefore find that local 
concerns in this regard outweigh any perceived benefits 
that may be attributable to the housing proposed in this 
development." 

Although the project was being subsidized 
through MassHousing and would result in a nine-percent 
increase in Rochester's overall housing stock, there were 
various concerns raised by residents and town officials

over access to the development via Featherbed Lane, 
which is a dead-end dirt road off Braley Hill Road, and 
also the potential impact the project might have on the 
estimated 72 acres of wetlands within the development 
layout. 

"Featherbed Lane is extremely narrow and has 
several sharp turns/' according to the ZBA's written 
decision. 'The surface of the road is extremely uneven 
and very difficult to safely drive on in wet, snowy or icy 
conditions. The legal status of Featherbed Lane is also 
uncertain. Particularly, it is unknown if it is a public or 
private way. Both the applicant's and the board's consul- 
tants concluded that vast improvements to Featherbed 
Lane would be necessary." 

It was also noted that there are many small cul- 
de-sacs along the proposed project roadway "which may 
be difficult for emergency vehicles to access." During 
prior hearings with representatives of the town's Police 
and Fire Departments, similar concerns were raised as 
to adequate access to the development under its present 
layout. 

Another major issue raised by members of the 
Planning Board was the proposed use of public water 
connections and/ or a private, on-site wastewater treat- 
ment facility that would service the entire development — 
something which was seen as inadequate for the 144 units 
and might put an additional burden on the town's public 
water system.

"In that impacts discussed above endanger public 
health and safety and the environment, the board is com- 
pelled to act conservatively and deny the project/' noted 
the written decision of the ZBA.

The board voted to approve the minutes of the 
June 10 Selectmen's meeting and the Executive Session of 
that same date. Following this, the board voted to adopt 
the Mattapoisett Highway Department Private Road 
Policy. 

Highway Supervisor Barry Denham reported on 
the responsibility of his department towards roads and 
the responsibility of the residents. There are 44 miles of 
private roads in Mattapoisett. He presented a list of roads 
which could be accepted by the town. 

Selectman Lombard replied that the town needs 
a firm policy stating residents' responsibility for paying 
and upkeep of private roads, including plowing, grading, 
drainage, and the like. The town is paying private con- 
tractors to plow certain areas, and dirt roads are a particu- 
lar problem because of damage. He suggested separate 
policies for each aspect of private road maintenance. 

The next item for approval was a unanimous vote 
to place a debt exclusion question to fund a new Fire Sta- 
tion on the November General Election ballot. The Select- 
men then voted to grant a Hawkers and Peddlers license 
to Bill Hubbard of 29 Mattapoisett Neck Road to sell fruit 
and vegetables from his fruit stand located in front of his 
home. In addition, the board voted to grant a Hawkers 
and Peddlers License to Mary Botelho LeBlanc of 49 Main 
Street to paint faces at the Summer Band Concerts and 
other Town Events. 

At 7:05 pm, the board met with Brad Ellis of 
Mattapoisett Boy Scout Troop 53 who requested that 
the board grant permission for a project to encourage 
recycling items at Harbor Days. Selectmen Lombard and 
Collyer both expressed hearty approval for the Boy Scouts 
and their projects and suggested that they might contact 
and coordinate with ABC Recycling for bins and pick up 
during the weekend.

Mr. Dawson next advised they received two bid 
proposals for the prospective third-party billing of the 
town's ambulance service: one from Coastal Medical Bill- 
ing, who proposed they retain 5 percent of the total billed 
amount to cover their services; while Comstar proposed a 
6-percent rate.

'The purpose of this hearing is to first of all enter- 
tain a discussion by the Board of Selectmen on the third- 
party ambulance billing proposal/' Chairman Jonathan 
Henry announced. "After that, we will entertain input 
from the public." 

Selectman Blanchette said he supports the Ambu- 
lance Service Billing Policy as presented by Mr. Dawson. 

"I also believe the policy is well-written and cov- 
ers pretty much everything that should go into it," Select- 
man Cushing added. 

"My concern is in paragraph five when users 
don't respond to the billing ... and if it's less than $75 it 
will be written off," Chairman Henry said. "I sort of view 
writing off a bill only if there's a particular financial hard- 
ship. Otherwise, just automatically writing it off would be 
an invitation for others not to pay their bill. I think there 
needs to be some explanation upfront about writing off 
bills. I think the billing service needs to determine if there 
is some type of financial hardship." 

"In writing this policy, they all had a cutoff — 
somewhere between $50 and $100 — and I selected it 
because it was a midpoint," Mr. Dawson said. "At some 
point it does become more costly to attempt to collect the 
bill and you need to write it off." 

"The amounts seem to be out-of-date ... these 
numbers are very low," Chairman Henry suggested. "I 
don't know if these numbers are realistic." 

"We have a lot of people in this town who aren't 
good with coping with Town Halls," said resident Jay 
Crowley. "I think you should have a contact person for 
people to come to." 

"I consider myself very fortunate in that I have 
Medicare insurance," said resident Helen Westergard. 
"My problem is I'm being treated in Boston for a paricular 
ailment. If I had an emergency, they'd take me to Tobey

Hospital ... but if I had to go to Boston, that would be a 
non-emergency situation and the insurance wouldn't 
cover it. So what do I do, just lie at Tobey Hospital and 
die?" 

"I think the question really comes down to, when 
an insurance company determines whether something 
is not medically necessary, it's done after the fact," said 
resident Tom Magauran. "I think the statistics you shared 
with us some years ago ... suggested the average ambu- 
lance bill is about $600. 1 don't know anybody in town 
who thinks a $600 bill is not significant." 

"Why are we doing this now?" asked resident 
Carol Sanz. "I know during all the presentations we heard 
we were told we'll have to bill out ambulance services 
sooner or later, but I don't know why this needs to be 
done now other than to put some more money into the 
town coffers." 

"We're not sure how much revenue this is going 
to generate," Chairman Henry said. 

"As far as the waivers, how are you going to de- 
termine who is eligible for a hardship?" Ms. Sanz asked. 
"Are they going to have to provide their tax returns ... or 
income information? I find it humiliating in a way — al- 
most embarrassing — for people to have to tell you how 
little money they have in order to get a bill waived. I 
object to it and I don't think that's what the town has been 
about." 

Then Ms. Sanz asked if the board felt the town's 
current Emergency Medical Services (EMS) was broken 
and needed to be fixed. 

"I never envisioned this as changing the current 
level of service ... we're simply changing how the service 
is supported, through billing," Chairman Henry said. 

"I don't think EMS is broken, but I think the town 
is changing, the demographics of the town are changing,"

Mr. Dawson said. 'There are changes on the horizon, not 
due to anything the Marion EMS has done, but because 
the town's population is getting older. This is about plan- 
ning for the future ... trying to address what we see on 
the horizon. In Marion, we need to begin the process to 
prepare for that change/' 

"I consider Marion a special town and a town 
with a heart/' said resident Charles Brown. "I think pay- 
ing for an ambulance service will take the heart out of the 
town. I think this is going to be a burden on many of our 
residents — and I've seen many of them (as an EMT) over 
the years. Generous donations over the years have helped 
keep the EMS budget at about $100,000, which is the cost 
of two police officers. A lot of us don't do this for money.

If I respond to your home, I get about $7 — so this isn't a 
money-making venture. The EMS has become a way for 
many towns to exploit the insurance companies and make 
money ... and I'm sad to see this town join that parade/' 

"I see this as the first step as changing the Marion 
EMS into a full-time, paid system/' said resident and 
EMS Director Dale Jones. "We've been accused of giving 
people taxi rides. There are times when we take someone 
to the hospital in the middle of the night because they're 
too sick. That would be deemed medically unnecessary 
by the insurance company ... and the patient is going to 
have to pay that out of their pocket. We have an associa- 
tion that has received money over the years and invested 
it very successsfully to buy equipment for the EMS, Police 
Station and the Harbormaster." 

Selectman Blanchette said he doesn't see the Mar- 
ion EMS Department becoming a full-time service in the 
foreseeable future. "I don't see it happening in the next 
four to five years," he said. "And I think that no matter 
how much money we collect, we're going to be operating 
at a deficit." 

While Selectman Cushing agreed with Selectman 
Blanchette, Chairman Henry thought it might happen 
sooner rather than later. 

"I see us going to either a part-time or combina- 
tion part-time/ full-time EMS within the next five years," 
he said. "While we have a strong volunteer base now, I 
don't see that continuing. I see things falling off in the

future and I'd rather do something now before it reaches 
that point. I'm not willing to call 911 and look up and 
down the street and wonder who's coming." 

"I think you've done a good job on the planning, 
all I'm asking is that you hold off on the execution," said 
resident Joseph Napoli. "Keep it on the shelf until the 
time is right ... and that time isn't now." 

"We have a business plan and we've projected 
it out," said Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Dr. 
Richard Kemp. "By 2014 we could be looking at up to a $2 
million deficit. We've been looking at other sources of rev- 
enue — and everyone has insurance. There's a substantial 
number of EMS runs that are related to motor vehicle 
accidents and those are covered by car insurance. We are 
in a minority of towns who don't charge for ambulance 
service." 

"Based on the total number of Marion EMS runs, 
the revenue was estimated at $180,000," Mr. Dawson 
said. "Essentially we're looking at a potential for $180,000 
but we're guessing it would be somewhat less than that 
because we anticipate some hardship cases and bills that 
don't get collected." 

"I don't know if the general public appreciates 
the service we have right now," added resident Eunice 
Manduca. "The alternative, if this were full-time, there 
are requirements that you have two people monitoring 
the phones 24-hours-a-day, so it's a much more expensive 
proposition."

"Some people have suggested that because we're going to 
start charging for ambulance runs, the volunteer spirit of 
the EMS is going to change. I don't think that's true."

June 23, 2008

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, June 23 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Richard Nunes. Also present were Se- 
lectman Brad Morse, Selectman Dan A. McGaffey, Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first unanimously voted to go into 
Executive Session at 7:00 pm to discuss pending contract 
negotiations.

"When this issue was first brought to our atten- 
tion, we were asked if there was any land suitable to hold 
this event, " Selectman McGaffey said.

• Advised a dedication ceremony will be held 
at 10:00 am on Saturday morning, June 28 for the new 
gazebo at the Plumb Memorial Library. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera reported the town has gone out to bid for 
asphalt at a price of $64.28 per ton, which came in lower 
than expected. 

Mr. LaCamera said they are also applying for a 
grant for the new playground facility at Dexter Lane. "We 
had an opportunity to get a significant amount of that 
money reimbursed and also build a basketball court," he 
said.

article" (as it was also described when presented at Town Meet- 
ing). In fact, Article 28 on the Warrant of the Marion 2008 Town 
Meeting is a very significant, critical decision for the town, and 
it's elderly citizens, because it would grant site control and au- 
thorization to the Housing Trust conveying the right to lease or 
sell Little Neck Village Housing for Elderly land to a developer 
to build multigenerational, mixed income affordable housing 
which the Marion Housing Trust intends to construct as quickly 
as possible. 

The Town of Marion would no longer own or be re- 
sponsible for Little Neck Village or the land it was built on had 
Article 28 not been defeated and could well have lost further 
control over the future of Little Neck Village or the welfare of its 
elderly residents. 

Two large buildings with central hallways are pro- 
posed along with the demolition of the still usable garden/ 
cottage units which the current residents love because of their 
private entrances and patio /balcony space allowing them easy 
access to the outdoors and a little space for gardening. None of 
the current residents at Little Neck want to give up their garden 
apartments to live in a large institutionalized building without 
private entrances and with public hallways. 

Our position, representing the residents of Little Neck 
Village, is that the Town of Marion should retain this land for 
the purpose that was originally intended which was "to provide 
housing for elderly persons of low income," as voted at the 
November 8, 1976 Town Meeting. 

We welcome additions to Little Neck Village that 
would be similar to the garden/ cottage style apartments cur- 
rently here and that would become available to those approxi- 
mately 42 elderly now on the waiting list.

On Monday, June 30, the Marion Concert Band 
will open its Monday evening concert series for the 2008 
season. The band will perform every Monday evening 
from June 30 through August 18, and all concerts are free 
and open to the public.

Leroy Anderson, whose 100th birthday is actually 
June 29, graduated with honors from Harvard University, 
where he studied composition with Walter Piston and 
Georges Enesco. He worked as an organist, bassist, and 
choirmaster and began arranging for Arthur Fiedler's Bos- 
ton Pops Orchestra in the mid-1930s. Fiedler encouraged 
him to write his own pieces for the Pops. Over the course 
of his career, he composed over 50 light classics, which 
virtually defined the sound of the American pops orches- 
tra. Anderson continued to compose, almost exclusively 
for the Boston Pops, until his death in 1975. His works are 
still in print and a staple of pops orchestras around the 
world. 

The program for the Marion Concert Band's 
tribute concert includes some of Leroy Anderson's most 
popular works, including 'The Syncopated Clock/' "Blue 
Tango," "Bugler's Holiday," "Clarinet Candy," "A Trum- 
peter's Lullaby, Serenata," "The Typewriter," and "The 
Waltzing Cat," among others.

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Movie Review 



Mad Max

Get Smart Starring Steve Carell and Anne Hathaway. Directed 
by Peter Segal. Running time: 110 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

In Get Smart, Steve Carell plays the new Maxwell Smart as a sort of 
genius of compassion. Max has been passed over for field work for years, 
possibly because he used to be 150 pounds overweight; leaner now, he's 
an expert at listening to and decoding terrorist "chatter." Max's insight is 
that "bad guys are people too" — he doesn't mean that in a touchy-feely 
way, he means that in order to predict what they're going to do, you can't 
forget they have real, motivating problems. In the world of espionage 
and counter-espionage, this practically makes him a visionary. Kinder 
and gentler, yet willing to use deadly force if necessary, Max is perhaps 
— dare I say it? — a hero for the Obama generation. 

Get Smart is an affable pile-up of action-comedy climaxes, spoofing 
the same ground that the old Don Adams show (1965-1970), created by 
Mel Brooks and Buck Henry, covered. It also spoofs newer spy movies 
(it gets considerable mileage out of the obligatory negotiating-through-a- 
laser-protected-room scenario); by now, we've had dozens of secret-agent 
adventures for Max to send up, as opposed to the relative few extant 
during the show's run. It used to be that Austin Powers owned this side 
of the parodic street, but that series got more smug and unfunny along 
with Mike Myers, and it's poetic justice that the humbler Steve Carell 
turned out to be the Myers-killer when Get Smart opened opposite My- 
ers' The Love Guru and made over three times as much money. 

Stuck in the rear with the gear too long, Max isn't especially skilled 
in the field, so of course he's assigned to the older, more experienced 
and impatient Agent 99 (Anne Hathaway, whose character's youthful 
appearance is explained away by plastic surgery). Their mission is to 
stop the usual megalomaniac — KAOS mastermind Siegfried (Terence 




Stamp) — from assassinating the President with a nuclear bomb. (James 
Caan gets his Dubya on as the Prez, saying "nucular" and introduced 
reading a kiddie book to a classroom.) There's also Agent 23 (a smoothly 
self-satisfied Dwayne Johnson, whose future most likely lies in comedy), 
the Chief (typically exasperated Alan Arkin), and a pair of tech geeks 
(Nate Torrence and Masi Oka) who supply Max with gadgets more 
dangerous to himself than to the agents of KAOS. 

This is probably the highlight of director Peter Segal's underwhelm- 
ing resume (which includes three Adam Sandler comedies) ; he doesn't let 
his cast get lost in the action or the slapstick. I do wonder, however, why 
the movie builds up Max's particular skill set and then turns him into a 
stock action hero. He does use his insight to defuse a hulking assassin 
(wrestler Dalip Singh Rana, also in Segal's The Longest Yard, here again 
playing the Richard Kiel role), but when he treats a plump Russian lady 
to a dance — a nicely empowering moment in itself — nothing comes of 
it (I expected her to show up again and be more integral to the resolu- 
tion), and in the end he's left hanging from a speeding SUV and tackling 
an elderly man. Still, the action scenes do pack more tension than many 
another blow-out this summer, and the cast has ample charisma. And 
any movie that finds room to include a cameo (a literal cameo, only his 
face visible in an oval) by a comedy legend — a cameo that seems to 
spoof the whole concept of cameos — is welcome at the summer-flick 
table anytime.
